PREFACE. 


THE Fiſth Volume of this Collection makes its appearance 


at the moſt eventful period of the war—it includes, therefore, 
matter of the higheſt importance, and contains all the official 
documents reſpecting the late Negotiation—the war between 
this country and Spain, the progreſs of the French arms in Italy 
and Germany—the armiſtices and treaties concluded with the 
German and Italian powers—the correſpondence between the 
French Republic and the United States of America, upon the 
ſubje& of the differences that exiſt between them ; together with 
wany other articles relating to the external and internal operations 
and ſtate of the different belligerent powers. Several of theſe 
articles, particularly the important correſpondence between the 


governments of America and F rance, have never before been 


publiſhed in this country. 


The Editor has examined the materials of the Fifth Volume 
with all the care and attention in his power—he has admitted 
no papers upon looſe or doubtful authority; and he feels a hope 
that the ſame accuracy of tranſlation and clearneſs of arrangement 


will be found in this volume as in the four that have preceded it,

. Armiſtice concluded with the Duke of Wurtemberg by Generel Moreau, 


Commander in Chief of the Army of the Rhine and the Moſelle. 


I. THE Duke of Wurtemberg ſhall inſtantly withdraw the 
troops whom he has furniſhed to the coalition for his 

contingent, Theſe troops ſhall remain armed, and the Du 
ſhall employ them as he thinks proper for the maintenange of 

ice in the interior of his dominions. | 

II. The French troops ſhall in future have a free paſſage 
through the towns of the duchy. Such of the troops as in virtue 
of the preſent article ſhall be ordered into any of the towns, ſhall 
be lodged either in the houſes of the inhabitants, or in barracks, 
according to circumſtances, but always in ſuch manner as to 
cauſe no danger to the inhabitants. KD 5 
III. The general in chief, in paſſing through the duchy with 
his troops, in order to continue his military ions, will cauſe

If it is neceſſary for the maintenance of the troops paſſing 


or ſojourning in the duchy, to draw ſubſiſtence from the country, 


ſuch as corn, bread, | meat, hay, oats, wood, carriages, ox horſes, 

requiſitions for which ſhall be made by the generals or commiſſa- 

ries of war, theſe articles ſhall not be refuſed ; but they ſhall.be 

received on account as contributions in proviſions and ready 

money, which the Duke of Wurteraberg is tofurniſh to the army. 

Every other article purchaſed from-private-perſons ſþall be paid ;

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for in ready money by the treaſurer of the army. The articles 
furniſhed, from the date of the preſent armiſtice, to the French 
troops under General Ducheſne, ſhall be deducted from the con-

V. The Duke of Wurtemberg ſhall pay into the cheſt of the 


treaſurer of the army of the Rhine and Moſelle, a ſum of four 


millions of French money ip the following manner—a million in 
ten days; two millions in the next ten days.

Treaty of Peace betwwem the Duks of Murtemberg and the French 
Republic. | ; 


THE French Republic and his Serene Highneſs the Duke 
of Wurtemberg and Teck, equally animated. with the deſire of 
terminating the war in which they have been engaged, and for 
renewing that intercourſe of commerce and of good neighbourhood. 
which muſt be reciprocally advantageous tœ them both, have 


appointed the undernamed plenipotentiaries ; the Directory, in 


the name of the French Republic, citizen Charles Delacroix, 
miniſter of external relations; and his Serene Highneſs the Duke of 
Wurtemberg and Teck, Baron Charles Woepwart, miniſter of 
ſtate and preſident of the chamber of finances,. and Abel, counſel- 
lor of legiſlation, who, after having reſpectively interchanged + 
their full powers, agreed on the following articles: fe Yo 
| "aL; rt. 
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Art. I. There ſhall be peace, amity, and underſtanding, 
between the French Republic and his Serene Highneſs the reign- 
ing Duke of Wurtemberg and Teck ; conſequent]y all hoſtilities 
ſhall ceaſe between the contracting powers from the date of the 
preſent 8 5 1 
II. The Duke of Wurtemberg revokes all adherence, conſent, 
and acceſſion, open or ſecret, given by him to the armed coalition 
againſt the French Republic, to any treaty of alliance, offenſive 
or defenſive, which he may have contracted with it. In future 
he ſhall withhold from the powers at war with the Republic any 
contingent or aid in men, horſes, proviſions, money, warlike 
ſtores or otherwiſe, under whatever title they may be demanded 
even though he ſhould be called upon as member of the Germanic

f II. The troops of the French Republic ſhall have free paſſage 
into the ſtates of his Royal. Highneſs, and permiſſion to reſide and 
to occupy all the military poſts neceſſary for their operation. 

IV. His Serene Highneſs the Duke of Wurtemberg and Teck 
renounces, in favour of the French Republic, for himſelf, his ſuc- 
ceſſors, and all who have any claim, all his rights to the princi- 
pality of Montheliard, the lordihips of Hericourt, Paſſavant, and 
other dependencies, in-the county of Hobourg, alſo the lordſhips 

of Riquewir and Oſthein, and generally cedes to it all the pro- 
pertys rights and landed revenue, which he poſſeſſes on the left 

ank of the Rhine, and the arrears due to him. He renounces 
all right againſt the Republic for all claims he might pretend.to

The victorious army of a monarch are inſolent, and ſpread 
terror among the nations where they carry their victories; but 3 
republican army, though forced to carry on a deadly war againſt 
the kings with whom it contends, promiſes friendſhip to the 
people whom its victories deliver from tyranny. Reſpe& for the 
perſons and property, and reſpect for the religion of the people, 
are the ſentiments which actuate the government of the French 
Republic, and their victorious army in Italy. Of chis the good 
| weee-whith they have obſerved from the firſt moment of their 
entry into Lombardy, is no unequivocal proof.

permitted to viſit that capital, and that he will conſent to my 
quitting, this priſon only on condition of never entering it more. 
[ have gs honour to reiterate the anſwer which I. made to the 
commandant. To ſolicit the aſſiſtance which the ſtate of my 
health requires, is a duty which I owed my family and my friends; 
but they are ſenſible that it is not poſſible for me to purchaſe it at 
the price at which it is offered. I cannot forget, that while we 
were both on the point of periſhing—me, by the tyranny of 
Robeſpierre—M. de la Fayette, by the moral and phyſical ſuffer- 
ings of his captivity, that I was not allowed to obtain any account.of 
him, gr to inform. him that his children and myſelf were yet in 
exiſtence ; and nothing ſhall tempt me to expoſe myſelf a ſecond 
time to the horrors of ſuch a ſeparation. Whatever then may be 
the ſtate of my health, or the inconveniencies which may reſult 
to myſelf and my daughters from this habitation, we will all three 
avail ourſelves, with gratitude, of the goodneſs of his Imperial 
Majeſty, who permits us to ſhare this captivity in all its details.

HE laws of the 28th Ventoſe and 6th Floreal laſt, by ſeeking 
to redeem mandats, with the whole of the national proper- 
„have deprived the bills payable to bearer, ariſing from the 
ſtitution of confiſcated property, the deſtination given them by 
e law of the 21ſt Prairial, third year, for the acquiſition of the 
roperty of emigrants. The bearers of thefe bills, who are, at - 

e ſame time debtors to the Republic, demand the privilege of 
aying off their debts by means of the credit refulting from theſe 
ame bills. Your intention, citizens legiflators, has not been 
> render theſe titles of legitimate credit void in their hands, 
hilſt they are compelled to pay their own debts to the nation, 
compenſation ſo juſt in itTelf, cannot but be advantageous to the 
tepublicy ſince it will opetate to the extinction of part of the- 
ativnal debt; nevertheleſs, it may be neceſſary to pay ſome 
tention to the difference in value between their repreſentative 
moui:t of aſſignats, and the ſame unfixed value, to the acquittab 
which they may be applied. | 
It is for your wiſdom to determine the new deſtination of this 
roperty and its real value; and we cannot but expreſs our 
fire that you will take the object of this meſſage into con 
leration.

A number of petitions came every day to the committee fic 
different parts of the Republic. People could not imagine hoy 
it was poſſiblę to refuſe receiving, money, the ſame as mandat 
according to the rate of exchange, in payment for the la 
quarter of the price of the national domains; and more partic 
larly in the departments of the weſt, they aſked, how, with 
army without pay, in want of money, and in the midit of vario 
other wants, impoſſible to procure without money, it ſhould 
refuſed, and particularly when in conſequence of that refuſal tit 
purchaſers were obliged. to renounce their purchaſes, or to bij 
mandats at four livres, and four liyres and ten ſols, to pay in 
the public treaſure, where they were only received at the rate 
two livres and fifteen ſols.

The 
irectory by its meſſage urged it; the miniſter announced it as 
z meaſure commanded by juſtice and intereſt; the public violently 
alled for it, and a longer delay on the part of the committee 
ould have expoſed it to deſerved reproach. 

The object propoſed is not difficult, It has ſought ta ſecond 
he_ views of juſtice, contained in the meſſage of the Executive 
Directory of the 24th Thermidor, and in the motion of order of 
dur colleagues. It endeavoured to promote the convenience of 
purchaſers as much as the public intereſt would permit, and to

Repreſent to yourſelf a citizen of good faith, who, having 
eceived a payment in mandats of a nominal value, is deſirous of 
urchaſing national domains, and who, deceived in his expecta- 
ons, finds himfelf obligated to ſubmit to the loſs occaſioned by 
he diſcredit of mandats, and conſtrained to pay the laſt quarter 
n money, or in mandats, according to the courſe of exchange. 

ould you not -regret that the law of the 13th Thermidor makes 
o exception in his fayour? But if, on the one hand, you ſee 
his honeſt citizen, under the abſolute neceſſity of procuring ſpecie 
order to diſcharge his fourth payment, preſenting himſelf at the 
mace appointed to receive the ſame; there meeting with a denial, 

d under the neceſſity of applying to a ſtock-jobber, who would 
mand a conſiderable ſum to furniſh him with mandats for the 
urpoſe of makin his payment. Could you be inſenſible 
d the diſtreſs of this honeſt citizen, and could you leave him any 
pnger in the cruel alternative, of either abandoning his purchaſe, 
, "4 waking a more conſiderable ſacrifice than that preſcribed 
y tne law; 

The council is well ſatisfied that there are no means more 
'gible to revive confidence, and attach no citizen to the 
ernment, than to indemnify them againſt eve obſtacle 
hich is not actually neceſſary to the public intereſt, and to 
nder them every aſſiſtance which may tend to conciliate them 
d the government. It cannot be contended but that it is the 
tereſt of the public to. encourage purchaſers to adhere to what

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Thus the object propoſed by the committee muſt, at the ſame 
ime, be ſatisfactory to the ſpirit of be which animates the 
ouncil and operates in reſtoring confidence and public credit.

The empire, in truth, deſires with ardour, and has long en- 
tertzined this wiſh, the return of peace, but connected with the 
juſt feeling of its honour, its dignity, its independence. In this 
wiſh it only comprehends a peace, equitable, juſt, ſuitable, and 
worthy to be accepted, which reſts upon the ſolid baſis of the 
perfect ſupport of its integrity and its conſtitution, agreeable to 
ancient treaties.

I then put the two papers into his hands. He. began 
reading the note, on which of - courſe: he could only ex 
ſatisfad ion. After peruſing the confidential, memorial with all 
the attention it deſerved, he, after a. ſhort, pauſe, ſaid, that it 
appeared to him to be liable to inſurmountable objections ; that it 
ſeemed to him to require much more than it conceded, and, iu the 
event, not to leave France in a- ſituation. of proportional greate 
neſs to the powers of Eurape. He ſaid, the act of their con» 
ſtitution, according to the manner in Which , was: interpreted by 
the beft :publicifts, (and this phraſe is worthy. remark; made it 
impoſſible for the Republic to do what we required. Lhe Auſtrian 
Netherlands were annexed to it; they could not be diſpoſed of 
without flinging the nation into all the . confuſion which muſt 
follow a convocation of the primarv aſſemblies ; aud he ſaid, 
he was rather ſurprized that Great. Pritain ſhould. 'bring this 
forward as the — condition of the treaty, ſince be 
thought he had, in ſome of our late converſations, fully explained 
the nature pf their conſtitution to me. I replied, that every 
thing I bad heard from him on this point was perfeQly in my 
lection, as it probably was in his; that bong I had liſtened 
to him with that attention I always afforded to every thing he 
ſaid, yet I had never made him any ſort of reply, and had neither 
admitted nor controverted this opinion: that although I believed 
| could eaſily diſprove this opinion from the ſpirit of the French

conſtitution was publicly known, the treaties exiſting between 
his Majeſty and the Emperor were at Jeaſt gqually,public, and in 
theſe it was clearly and diſtinctly announced, that the contracting 
parties reciprocally promiſe not to lay dawn their arms without 
the reſtitution of all the dominions,/ territories, &c. which may 
have belonged to either of them before the war. That the date 
of this ſtipulation” was previous to their annexing the Auſtrian 
Netherlands. to France; and the notoriety of this ought, at the 
ery moment when they had paſſed that law, to have-gonvinced 
them, that, if adhered ta, it muſt: prove n 
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obſtacle to peace. I applied his maxim to the Weſt India iſlands 
and to the ſettlements in the Eaſt Indies; and aſked him, whethe 
it was expected that we were to wave our right of poſſeſſion, 
and be required ſtil] to conſider them as integral parts of the 
French Republic which muſt be reſtored, and on which no value 
was to be ſet in the balance of compenſation. I alſo ſlated the 

ble caſe of France having loſt part of what ſhe deemed her 
integral dominions, inſtead of having added to them, in the 
courſe of the war, and whether then, under the apprehenſiog 
of ſtil! greater loſſes, the government, as it was now compoſed, 
mould conſider itfelf as not veſted with powers ſufficient io fare 
their country from the impending danger, by making peace ot 
the conditions of facrificing a portion of their dominions to fave 
the remainder. M. Delacroix ſaid, this was ſtating a caſe of 
neceſſity, and fuch a mode of reaſoning did not attach to the 
preſent circumſtances, I readily admitted the nrſt part of this 
propoſition, but contended, that if the power exiſted in a caſe of 
neceſſity, it equally exiſted in all others, and particularly in the 
cafe before us, ſince he himſelf had repeatedly told me that peace 
was what this country and it's government wiſhed for, and evea 


wanted. 


M. Delacroix, in reply, ſhifted his ground, and, by a ſtring of 
arguments founded on premifes calculated for this purpoſe, at 
tempted to — that from the relative ſituation of the adjacent 
countries, the preſent government of France would be reprehen- 
fidle in the extreme, and deferve impeachment, if they ever fut- 
fered the Netherlands to be feparated from their dominions; 
that by: the partition of Poland, Ruſſia, Auſtria, and Pruſſia, had 
increaſed their power to a moſt formidable degree; that England, 
by its conqueſts, and by the activity and judgment with which 
it governed its colonies, had redoubled its ſtrength.— Your Indian 


empire alone, faid M. Delacroix with vehemence, has enable 


you to ſubſidize all the powers of Europe againſt us, and you 
monopoly of trade has put you in poſſeſſion of a fund of inet- 
hauſtible wealth. His words were, Votre empire dans I Ind 
vous 4 fourni les moyens de ſalarier toutes les puiſſances contre now, 
et vous ate accapart le commerce de maniere que toutes les ric 
du monde ſe verſent dans vos coffres.” 


From the neceſſity that France ſhould keep the Netherlands and 


the left bank of the Rhine, for the purpoſe of . preſerving its re 
lative fituation in Europe, he paſſed to the advantages which 
_ contended would reſult to the other powers by ſuch an addition 


to the French dominions. Belgium {to uſe-his word) by belong:

M. Delacroix by no means encouraged me to explain myſelf 
more fully; he repęatedly ſaid, that this difficulty relative to the 
Netherlands was one which could not be overcome, 

Juſt as I was taking leave of him, he begged me to explan 
what. was meant by the words in the memoire (A) in the gh 
paragraph, beginning de entendre mutuellement ſur les nim 
aſſurer, and ending at leur poſſeſſions reſpeives. I told him it w 
ferred to the deſtructive ſyſtem adopted by France in the Wa

5 HE numerous and brilliant ſuccefſes of the arms of the Re 
public have not ſhut the ears of the French to the vbice 
humanity. If they took up arms it was in their own defence; if 
they purſued their enemies beyond their own territory, it was for 
the purpoſe of forcing them to conclude a peace. Peace has bee 
the conſtant object of their efforts and of their wiſhes, and it wa 
already re-eſtabliſhed with moſt of the powers of the coalition on 
a happy and ſolid foundation, when the Engliſh envoy was faſt 
qdiouſly announced. There were a — grounds for diſtruſt 
ing the ſincerity of this ſtep in the Engliſh government, The 
perfidy of the means which it had employed againſt vs; th 
troubles in the interior of France which it had excited; the falk 
aſſignats with which it had inundated the country; La Vende 
inflamed and ſupported in a ſtate of inſurrection; the train 
which it had hired; in fine, the generally recognized charade:

He might have propoſed 
and diſ:uſſed, without loſs of time, ſincere propolitions, which 
would have been combated with the ſame frankneſs. His conduct 
was quite the reverſe, He had no power from the allies of Eng- 
land; he found no perſon at Paris charged to ſtipulate for their 
intereſts, which placed him in a ſituation to act only in virtue of 
that part of his powers which authorized him to treat in the name 
of England. He affected a wiſh to comprehend all the powers in 
the treaty, and declared, in conſequence, that he thought it his 
duty to ſend couriers even to Ruſſia. To have the air, at the ſame 
tine, of withing to advance the negotiation, Lord Malmcſbury 
propoſed the admiſſion of a vague principle of compenſation as the 
baſis of diſcuſſion, Theſe procraſtinations did not put a ſtop to 
the effuſion of human blood; the Directory lamented the r 
ic teſtified its concern in the reply; neverit.icleſs, as it was ſincerely 
deſirous of peace, it accepted every means that was propoſed to

As to the principle of compenſation, it did not conteſt it. This

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Manifeſto of the Britiſh Government againſt France. 


HE negotiation which an anxious deſire for the reſtoration of 
peace had induced his Majeſty to open at Paris, having been 
rupily terminated by the French government, the King thinks 
due to himſelf and to his people to ſtate, in this public manner, 
e circumſtances which have preceded and attended a tranſaction 
f fo much importance to the general intereſts of Europe. 

It is well known that early in the preſent year his Majeſty, 
ing aſide the conſideration of many circumſtances of difficult 
d diſcouragement, determined to take ſuch ſteps as were be 
plculated to open the way for negotiation, if any correſponding 
lire prevailed on the part of his enemies. He directed an over- 
re to be made in his name, by his miniſter in Swiſſerland, for 
* purpoſe of aſcertaining the diſpoſitions of the French govern- 
ent with reſpect to peace, The anſwer which he received in 
"urn was at once haughty and evaſive; it affected to queſtion the 
ſincerity 
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ſincerity of thoſe diſpoſitions of which his Majeſty's condud 
afforded ſo unequivocal a proof; it raiſed groundleſs 6bjeRions y 
the mode of negotiation propoſed by his Majeſty (that of a genen 
congreſ-, by which peace has fo often been reſtored to Europe), 
but it ſtudiouſly paſſed over in ſilence his Majeſty's deſire to lem 
what other mo e would be preferred by France. It at the ſane 
time aſſerted a principle which was ſtated as an indiſpenſable pr. 
Iiminary to all negotiation—a principle under u hich the tem 
of peace mult have been regulated, not by the uſual conſideration 
of juſtice, policy, and reciprocal convenience; but by an implict 
ſubmiſlion, on the part of all the powers, to a claim foundedon th 
internal laws and feparate conſtitution of France, as having fil 
authority to ſuperſede the treaties entered into by independent 
ſtates, to govern their intereſts, to control their engagement 
and to diſpoſe of their dominions. 9 

A pretenſion in itſelf ſo extravagant could in no inſtance hin 
been admitted, or even liſtened to for a moment. Its applicatin 
to the preſent caſe led to nothing leſs than that France ſhould, x 
a preliminary to all diſcuſſion, retain nearly all her conquell 
and thoſe particularly in which his Majeſty, was moſt concerned 
both from the ties of intereſt, and the ſacred obligations d 
treaties: that ſhe ſhould in like manner recover back all that hl 


been conquered from her in every part of the world; and that in 


ſhould be left at liber, y to bring forward ſuch further demands a 
all other points of negotiation, as fuch unqualified ſubmiſſion a 
the part of thoſe with whom ſhe treated could not fail v

On ſuch grounds as theſe it was ſufficiently evident that w 
negotiation could be eſtabliſhed : neither did the anſwer of 
Majeſty's enemies afford any opening for continuing the diſcuſſa 
ſince the mode of negotiation offered by his Majeſty had be 
peremptorily rejected by them, and no other had been ſtatedi 
which they were willing to concur. 


- His Mijeſty was however not diſcouraged even by this reſul 


from (till-purfuing ſuch meaſures as appeared to him moſt en 
ducive to the end of peace; and the withes of his ally the e 


peror correſponding with thofe which his Majeſty had manitel 
ſentiments of a ſimllar tendency were expreſſed on the part of 
Imperial Majeſty at the time of opening the campaign; but! 
continuance of the ſame ſpirit and principles, on the part of

While the government of France thus perſiſted in obſtrua 
every meaſure that conld even open the way to negotiation, 
endeavour was omitted to miflead the public opinion through" 
all Europe with reſpect to the real cauſe of the prolongatio 
the war, and to caſt a doubt on thoſe diſpoſitions which em

5 8 of order to deprive his enemies of all poſſibility of ſubterfuge 


or evaſion, and in the hope that a juſt ſenſe of the continued 
calamities of war, and of the increaſing diſtreſſes of France 
herſelf, might at length have led to more juſt and paciic diſpo- 
ſitions, his Majeſty renewed in another form, and through the 
intervention of friendly powers, a propoſal for opening nego- 
tiations for peace. The manner in which this intervention was 
teceived indicated the moſt hoſtile diſpoſitions towards Great 
Britain, and at the fame time afforded to all Europe a ſtriking 
inſtance of that injurious and offenſive conduct which is obſerved 
on the part of the French government towards all other countries. 
The repeated overtures made in his Majeity's name were never- 
theleſs of ſuch a nature, that it was at laſt found impoſlible to 
perſiſt in the abſolute rejection of them, without the direct and 


d, 1 undiſguiſed avowal of a determination to refuſe to Europe all hope 
quels, cf the reſtoration of tranquillity. A channel was therefore at

neſs, when no anſwer had been given by the French government 
to his firſt propoſal, when he had not even learnt, in any regular 
ſhape, the nature or extent of the objections to it, and mud 
leſs received from that government any other offer or plu

and what facilities he may be willing to offer in return for cor 
ceſſion in thoſe reſpects. Having declined compliance with tht 
demand, and explained the reaſons which rendered it inadmiſhd6 
but having, at the ſame time, expreſsly renewed the declarati® 
of his readineſs to enter into the diſcuſſion of the propoſal he 
conveyed, or of any other which might be communicated to bim 
the King's miniſter received no other anſwer than an abrupt con 
mand to quit Paris in forty-cight hours. If, in addition to

an inſult, any further proof were neceſſary of the diſpoſitions of 
thoſe by whom it was offered, ſuch proof would be alwndantly 
ſupplied from the contents of the note in which this order was 
conveyed, The mode of negotiation on which the French go- 
vernment had itſelf inſiſted, is there rejected, and no practicable 
means left open for treating with effect. The baſis of negotia- 
tion, ſo recently eſtabliſhed by mutual conſent, is there diſclaimed, 
and, in its room, a principle clearly inadmiſſible is reaſſerted as 
the only ground on which France can conſent to treat : the very 
fame principle which had been brought forward in reply to his 
Majeſty's firſt overtures from Switzerland, which had then been 
rejected by his Majeſty, but which now appears never to have 
been, in fact, abandoned by the government of France, however 
inconſiſtent with that on which they had expreſsly agreed to treats 
It is therefore neceſſary that all Europe ſhould underſtand, that 
the rupture of the negotiation at Paris does not ariſe from the 
failure of any ſincere attempt on the part of France to reconcile 
by fair diſcuſſion the views and intereſts of the contending powers. 
Such a diſcuſſion has been repeatedly invited, and even ſolicited, 
on the part of his Majeſty, but has been, in the firſt inſtance, 
and abſolutely, precluded by the act of the French government, 

It ariſes excluſively from the determination of that governmert 
to reject all means of peace—a determination which appeared but 
too ſtrongly on all the preliminary diſcuſſions ; which was clearly 
manifeſted in the demand of an ultimatum made in the very 
outſet of the negotiation, but which is proved beyond all poſſi- 
bility of doubt by the obſtinate adherence to a claim which never 
can b& admitted a claim that the conſtruction which that govern- 
ment affects to put (though even in that reſpect unſupported by the 
fact) on the internal conſtitution of its own country, ſhall be 
received by all other nations as paramount to every known prin- 
ciple of public law in Europe, as ſuperior to the obligations of 
treaties, to the ties of common intereſt, to the moſt preſſing and 
urgent conſiderations of general ſecurity. | 

On ſach grounds it is that the French government has abruptly 
terminated a negotiation, which commenced with reluctance, and 
conduQted with every indication to prevent its final ſucceſs. On 
theſe motives it is that the further effuſion of blood, the continned 
calamities of war, the interruptions of peaceable and friendly 
intercourſe among mankind, the prolonged diſtreſſes of Europe, 
and the accumulated miſeries of France itſelf, are by the govern- 
ment of that country to be juſtified to the world. | 

His Majeſty, who had entered into the negotiation with good 
faith, who has ſuffered no impediment to prevent his proſecuting 
t with earneſtneſs and ſincerity, has now only to lament its 
Wrupt termination; and to renew, in the face of all Europe, the 
folemn declaration, that, 9 his enemies ſhall be diſpoſed

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to enter on the work of a general pacification, in a ſpirit of con. 
ciliation and equity, nothing ſhall be wanting on his part 10 
contribute to the accompliſhment of that great object, with 2 


view to which he has already offered ſuch conſiderable ſacrifices 


on his part, and which is now retarded only by the exorbitant 
pretenſions of his enemies.

F the #ras of the revolution, the celebration of which was 

ordained as well by the feelings of our hearts, as by the pro- 
viſions of our laws, recall the memory of thoſe deeds which are 
fitted to cheriſh grand and ſublime ideas, to elevate the mind, and 


to incite to heroiſm, there 1s none of them which penetrates the 


ſoul with a more delightful ſenſation than the founding of the 


Republic. It is truly grand and worthy of the admiration of the 


worid, to behold a nation breaking their fetters by the moſt noble 
efforts, and ſpending their blood and treaſure in regaining their 
rights! At the ſame time nothing is more affecting than. thoſe 
aſſemblies in which all the friends of liberty, united by one 
opinion, ſwear to remain conſtant in its defence. Both honourable 
exertions, however, and noble reſolutions, are accompanied with 
the fear of either not attaining their object or of over- reaching it, 
And what is this object? a conſtitution which guarantees to us the 
Republic. The Republic, when once it is conſtituted, muſt be 
regarded as the withed-for fruit of all the labour and all the 
anxiety which has attended the revolution. It is a glorious 
repoſe, the acquiſition of the moſt perilous triumphs, The anni 
verſary of the Republic, therefore, is a moſt happy as well as 3 
molt ſplendid day, ſince it is by this ſublime inſtitution, the ſource 
of heroic deeds and eminent virtues, that the nation beholds is 
liberty and its repoſe equally fecured. It is, in fact, at this moment 


"that. the reign of the law is ſubſtituted in place of the will of one 


or a few individuals; it is at this moment that the caprice 0 
faction ſeems to uſurp the name of republican government; it i 
at this moment, in fine, that every authority —— clearly and 
preciſely defined, as well with reſpe& to the extent as to the 
duration of its powers, and every Citizen having a fixed and re- 
gular mode of giving his opinion, the moſt cunning villains 
attempt in vain to incenſe and infuriate the unthinking mob; the 
roarings of anarchy, and the ſeditious outcries of fanaticiſin, « 
of royalty, are obliged to give place to the national o Te 
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Too often, amid the violent ſhocks of paſſion, which neceſſarily 
wack the paſſage of a revolution from deſpotiſm to liberty, men 
;nordinately ambitious of power, or avaricious of wealth, ſome 
for the purpoſe of eſtabliſhing their own ſovereignty, others for 
the purpoſe of overturning every thing, and bringing back thoſe 
abuſes by which they lived, drive men of worth, who are not 
poſſeſſed of a ſufficiently clear diſcernment, to an extreme; they 
werthrow every thing, they confound every thing, they ſtifle the 
zoice of reaſon by violence; what was an evident truth is obſcured 
by falſe colourings; they have the art to repreſent to the view of a 
hinded multitude the moſt ſacred. virtues as frightful vices, and 
o impute to thoſe who boldly oppoſe them the molt odious crimes 
which it is poſlible to conceive, Amidſt ſuch diſorder, the true 
friends of liberty are always kept in anxiety about the fate of the 
revolution 3 they dread a return to deſpotiſm through a devourin 
anarchy, an almoſt general immaxality. The people, torment 
on all ſides, not knowing where to fix their attention, often throw 
theraſelves into the arms of the ſeducer who promiſes to affure 
thera of repoſe. But when once the Republic exiſts, I mean to 
ſay when it is conſtituted, every thing is put in its proper place, 
that which appears to be falſe virtue is inſtantly unmaſked, true 
merit is brought to light, the national intereſt is clearly pointed 
out, public opinion is truly known, for then one can freely 
deliver his ſentiments, without the fear of eic devoted to con, 
bnement or to death, at the will of the leader of a party. It is 
the law and the law only which puniſhes and protects with an 
equal impartiality. Man, in ſociety, is at laſt elevated to his 
true dignity, Good faith muſt no longer be. miſled, its object is 
attained ; all the citizens, in the moment of danger, have a fixed 
point, round which they may and ouglzt to rally; it is the Re- 
public, that is to ſay, the conſtitution is then in action, which 
ſecures to every perſon the exerciſe of his rights, the fruits of his 
induſtry, and of his property, and which guarantees to all civil 
and political liberty, Far be it from me to throw the citizens 
into a ſtate of languor and apathy, which annihilates the yigour 
of the ſoul, and enervates the ſtrength of the body, till at laſt 
men are contented, without making the ſmalleſt reſiſtance, to be 
laughtered like the meaneſt herds of animals, or to be bridled 
like beaſts of burthen. Liberty ought to be vigilant, to be 
ative; I mean more, 1 mean that it ought to be impatient of 
every thing which may hurt it. But caution is alſo neceſſa 
when it interferes with the eſtabliſhed order of things, elſe it 
vill, ſtep by ſtep, arrive at the precipice over which it dreads - 
ing thrown, Its exiſtence can only be ſecured by watching 


over the maintenance of its laws, with that aſſiduity and ſolici- 
tude which the veſtals exerciſe in preſerving the ſacred fire. 


Deprived of this ſupport, liberty floats at large without any fixed 


direc- 
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direction; its energies are waſted in vain efforts; the nation! 
will is diſſolved into partial wills; the public intereſt is loſt among 
the multiplicity of individual intereſts; there exiſts no genen 
end, but every individual has an object of his own ; public op. 
nion is corrupted, public ſpirit is extinguiſhed. 

Liberty is no more! for its exiſtence is inſeparably blended with 
that of the Republic, and the Republic itſelf is founded upon the 
ſtability of the laws. Therefore, I love to repeat it, the day on 
which we celebrate the founding of the Republic is the mol 
ſacred as well as the moſt happy of days. At this glorious epoch 
the patriotic flame which ought to burn at all the feſtivals 
liberty, onght to be accompanied with a charm ſtill more bewitch. 
ing than at other times! Hence thoſe frigid hearts and ſouls in. 
ſenſible to the love of their country, "which cannot be moved 
the grand object for which we are now afſembled! Let the 
livelieſt and the pureſt joy, let the ſweeteſt fraternity, and the 
happieſt relaxation reign among the citizens! Let the voice a 
pleaſure accord with the manly accents of liberty! Let our game 
ſucceed to give action and life, ſo to ſpeak to the ſentiment which 
inſpires us, and let the games themſelves be animated by even 
acclamation which can produce the moſt ſublime tranſports! Le 
the ſignal for the races and the dances be given by the ſound d 
inſtruments, and the ſhout of cannons, mingled with cries 1 
thouſand times repeated, Live Republic, O live for ever!

the DireQtory, but that his propoſitions not appearing to be 
ſatisfactory, he has received orders to quit France inſtantly. Al 
theſe aſſertions are equally falſe, | 

The notices given in the Engliſh papers of a miniſter havity 
been ſent to Paris, there to treat of peace, bring to our reco- 
lection the overtures of Mr. Wickham to the ambaſſador of tht 
Republic at Baſle, and the rumours circulated relative to the 
miſſion of Mr. Hammond to the court of Pruſſia. The inſign 
ficance, or rather the ſubtle duplicity, the punic ſtile of Mr, 
Wickham's note, is not forgotten. 

According to the partizans of the Engliſh miniſter, it was b 
Paris that Mr. Hammond was to come to ſpeak of peace; wil 
his deſtination was publiſhed, and it was known that he 8 
going to Pruſſia, the ſame perſons repeated that it was to — 
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eme peace, and yet the well known object of that negotiation 
was to prevail on Pruſſia to violate its treaties with the Republic, 
and to enter again into the coalition. The court of Berlin, faithful 
to its engagements, has rejected theſe perfidious propoſitions. But, 
in repreſenting this intrigue as a miſſion for peace, the Engliſh 
miniſter joined the hope of creating a new enemy to France, with 
that of juſtifying a continuance of the war in the eyes of the 
Englith nation, and of throwing all the odium of it on the French 
covernment. Such was alſo the object of Mr. Wickham's note. 
Such is ſtill that of the aſſertions made at this time in the Engliſh 
apers. . | 

This object will appear evident, if we conſider how unlikely 
itis that the ambitious government of England ſhould wiſh ſin- 
eerely for a peace, which will deprive her of her maritime pre- 
ponderance, re-eſtabliſh the liberty of the ſeas, give a new im- 
pulſe to the Spaniſh, Dutch, and French marines, and carry to 
the higheſt degree of proſperity the induſtry and commerce of 
thoſe nations, in which ſhe has always found rivals, and which 
ſhe has ever conſidered as the enemies of her commerce, even 
when they have ſuffered themſelves to be her dupes. 

But there will no longer be any credit given to the pacific 
ntentions of the Engliſh miniſtry, when it is known that their 
gold and their intrigues, open practices, and their inſinuations, 
deſiege more than ever the cabinet of Vienna, and are one of the 
principal obſtacles to the negotiations, which that cabinet might 
t itſelf be induced to enter on for peace. 

Finally, when we conſider the moment at which the report of 
theſe overtures is circulated, we muſt ceaſe to believe it. The 
Engliſh nation ſupports with impatience the continuance of the 
var; it is neceſſary to anſwer its complaints and its reproaches. 
The parliament is about to open its ſeſſions; it is neceſſary to 
cloſe the mouths of thoſe ſpeakers who may raiſe their voice 
agunſt the war; it is neceflary to juſtify the demand of new: 
xes—and for obtaining all thoſe ends it is neceſſary to advance, 
that the French government refuſes all propoſitions of a reaſonable

Profit at length by the leſſons of experience; let the ſources of 
diviſion among you, which have been the ſpring of all your 
miſeries, be dried up; and the ſpirit of party, which has been 
ever the forge in which your fetters have been formed, give place

I HAVE great ſatisfaction in announcing to you, that in 
conſequence of orders which I iſſued to Major-general Walpole, 
he moved forwards with a ſtrong column of * accompa- 
nied by the Spaniards and the dogs.

bitants of the United States had aided in theſe illegal armaments; 
what meaſures were taken againſt them? Was any ſearch made 
to diſcover them, to proſecute them? Never; and yet the govern- 
ment of the United States no ſooner learned that, in conſequence 
of the implied ſtipulation which the treaty of Verſailles ſeemed to 
contain, the French were no ſooner in the ports of the United 
States, than the moſt energetic orders were ſent for ſtopping thele 
armaments, Even citizens of the United States were impriſoned 
upon ſuſpicion that they had participated in them, The miniſter 
cannot omit citing.here- the following paſſage of a letter from the 
ſecretary of ſtate, Edmund Randolph, to Mr. Hammond, dated 
2d June, 1794. On a ſuggeſtion that citizens of the United 
States had taken part in the act (he ſpeaks of the armaments in 
the United States), one, who was deſignated, was inftantly com.

How did the federal government conduct itſelf towards the autumn 
of 1794? The Engliſh frigate Terpſichore took the  privateer 
La Montagne into the port of Norfolk, Ihe French vice-conlut 
claimed the execution of the treaty of the 8 of Virginia. 
The governor anſwered him, that he would have the neceſſary 
inveſtigation made, and would afterwards take the proper 
meaſures. | | 

The predeceſſors of the underſigned then interpoſed with the 
federal government; and the ſecretary of ſtate aſſured him that 
he wrote to the governor of Virginia to have jultice rendered, 
But this juſtice was limited to inveſtigations made with ſuch ſlow- 
neſs, that five months after this affair was not finiſhed; and, on 
the 24th of February, 1795, the ſecretary of ſtate contented him- 
ſelt with ſending to the predeceſſor of the underſigned the dif. 
atches of the lieutenant-governor, dated 10th October, 1794, 
b which he announces, that he ordered the commandant of the 
militia of Norfolk to make the neceſſary inquiries for enabling the 
executive of Virginia to render to the R ublic the juſtice which 
it had a right to expect.

They were both 
arreſted at the inſtance of the Engliſh conſuls, under the pretext 
that the tribunal had acted illegally, by reſtoring the confiſcated 
privateer that notwithſtanding this reſtitution, and the payment 
of her value to the treaſurer, ſhe had always remained the property 
of the United States, and could not make any lawful prize.

In like manner have been treated the rich and numerous prizes 
of the French privateers La Mere Michelle, Le Brutus, Le Ge- 
neral Lavaux, and Le Vengeur. The captors have gained their 
cauſes in three courts, and have not obtained damages. 

Were it neceſſary to. cite here all the vexatious proceedings 
commenced againſt French veſſels, the underſigned miniſter ple- 
nipotentiary would be obliged to write a volume.

Many difficulties were 
thrown in her way; but finally, after having ſubmitted to all the 
requiſite inſpections, ſhe ſailed with a formal clearance from the 
colleQtor of the cuſtoms of Philadelphia. She went to New York, 
Where the captain acquitted himſelf of his miſſion, and thence to 
Port de Paix, where the powder was delivered to General Leveaux. 
At that place this galliot was ſold to an inhabitant of St. Domin-

I HAVE the honour to inform you, that on the th inſtant, being 
n company with his Majeſty's ſhip Unicorn, 18 leagues weſt of Scilly, 
we diſcovered, at two o'clock in the morning, three ſail of ſhips, about 
2 quarter of a mile on our lee beam; as the day opened, we perceived 
them to be frigates belonging to the French nation, which I com- 
municated to Captain Williams by fignal, who immediately made fail 
to join me, and on his near approach made our fignal to paſs within 
hail, for the purpoſe of giving him information of the enemy's force. 
The ſtatement of their - ſuperiority encouraged him in his eager. 
purſuit, having ſaid that he would attack the largeſt ſhip, and defiring 
me to engage the next in ſtrength, This noble example inſpired every 
perſon with confidence of ſucceſs, and each ſhip ſteered for her 
opponent ; but the enemy, determined to evade an action, fteered 
away large under a preſs of ſail; the ſmalleſt (hip at the ſame time 
making off to windward, At half paſt eleven o'clock, by our ſuperior 
ſailing, we arrived within gun-ſhot of the enemy; but as they appeared 
to cloſe for the mutual ſupport of each other, and the Unicorn being 
ſome diſtance aſtern, 1 jaded it prudent to poſtpone our attack till ſhe 
was ſufficiently advanced to occupy the attention of the French com- 
modore.

At nine A. M. they fo them 
ſelves in a cloſe bow and quarter line, and continued to run from us in 
that poſition, the largeſt ſhip under eaſy ſail, for the ſupport of hu 
ſquadron.

Six, Aamemnon, off Loana, April 25, 1796. 
THIS morning having received information that a convoy, laden 
with ſtores for the French army had anchored at Loana, I loſt no time 
n proceeding off that place, with the ſliips named in the margin.“ I 
was ſorry to obſerve, on my approach, that, inſtead of a convoy, only 
four veſſels were lying under the batteries, which opened on our 
approach, and their fire was returned as the ſhips got up, under cover 
of which our boats boarded the four veſſels, and brought them off. 
The veſſels laying very near the ſhore, a heavy fire of muſketry was 
kept on our boats, and it is with-the greateſt grief I bave to mention 
that Lieutenant James Noble, of the Agamemnon, a moſt worthy and 
rallant officer, is, I fear, mortally wounded. The fire from the ſhi 
keeping under the fire of the batteries, we ſuſtained no damage: 
\zamemnon, was, I believe, the only ſhip ſtruck by ſnot. The prin- 
opal part of this ſervice fell on our boats, whoſe conduct and gallantry 
could not on any occaſion bave been exceeded, and 1 wiſh fully to 
expreſs the ſenſe I entertain of the gallantry of every officer and man 
em ＋ on this occaſion.

The loſs of the Auſtrians and Saxons amounted to about five hundred 
men, including ſeveral officers ; that of the French, judging from tht 
number left dead on the field, and from the accounts given by deſerten 
and priſoners, and by the inhabitants of the conntry through which the 
afſed in their retreat, muſt have been very great.

N my letter of the 4th of May, I had the hondur to acquaint you of 
the unſucceſsful attack on the enemy's batteries on the ſide of the Grand 
Cul de Sao; and as it had been previouſly determined that the principal 
attack on the enemy's works ſhould be made on the north fide of Morne 
Fortune by the Ridge of Duchaſſeaux, every exertion was made to 
complete the road for erecting the neceſſary batteries, and to bring 
forward the artillery and ammunition. On the 16th inftant 'the bat. 
teries, conſiſting of eighteen pieces of ordnance, were opened. Theſe 
could only be conſidered in the light of a firſt parallel. The ſecond 
parallel — fark nearly complete, and the lodgment for the laſt or third 
is to be made to-morrow. If this operation ſhould be attended with the 
effect expected from it, it is probable that we ſhall, in the courſe of ten 
or twelve days, be in pofſeſſion of the enemy's works upon Morne 
Fortune. Tt is difficult for me to give an adequate idea of the ground 
on which we are obliged to act. The natural obſtructions, as well a 
every obſtacle that the enemy eould throw in our way, render the pol 
of Morne Fortune not only reſpectable, but in a high degree difficult to 
be ſubdued.

Part of the attack ſucceeded to our wiſhes, a battery of three eighteen 


pounders, which was feebly defended, was ſeized, the guns ſpiked and 
thrown over the precipice. There remained on the ſummit of the hill one 
large gun and a field- piece, which the regiment was ordered to take pol- 
ſeſſion of; unfortunately the guide was wounded, and the troops became 
uncertain of the right approach to the hill: while in this ſituation, the 
enemy's grape-ſhot took effect to ſuch degree, as induced Lieutenant- 
colonet Hay to order the regiment to retreat, which it did with con- 
fiderable loſs. Lieutentant-colanel Macdonald handſomely advanced 
with part of the grenadiers to cover the retreat of the 3 iſt regiment, 
which he accompliſhed. It is proper to obſerve, that a night attack on 
the Vigie was indiſpenſabhy neteſſary, as three batteries of the enemy 
flanked the neck of land which connects the Vigie with the Main; and 
in general in this country, when you have to march to attack an enemy 
poſt, who have artillery, and where it is impoſſible for you to advance 
— any on your part, it is almoſt a matter of neceſſity to attack at 
night. Z

This, however, was deferred from neceſ- 
ſity till the. aath. 

The 27th, 53d, and 55th regiments had been previouſly placed near 
the point of attack. On the morning of the 24th, the 2yth regiment 
lL,dged themſelves upon two different points, the neareſt of which was 
not more than five hundred yards from the fort. The enemy made a 
rigorons effort to diſlodge them, but by the gobd conduct and ſpirit of 
Brigadier-general Moore, and the ſteady and intrepid behaviour of the 
officers and men of the 25th regiment, the enemy were twice repulſed 
with conſiderable loſs, and before the night the troops were compleatl 
under cover: at the fame time the communication to the poſts occupi 
by the 27th regiment, was carried on with the utmoſt vigour, and two 
batteries for eight pieces of artillery were hegun. 3 2 

Upon the evening of the 24th, the enemy deſired a ſuſpenſion of arms 
until noon the next day, which was granted till eight in the morning. 
A capitulation for the whole iſland enſued, a copy of which I have the 
honour to encloſe.” On the 26th, the garriſon, to the amount of two 
thouſand men, marched out and laid down their arms, and are become 
priſoners of war. Pidgeon Iſland is in our poſſeſſion : the 55th regiment 


has been detached to Souffricre and Vieux Port, to receive the ſub- 


miſſion of the garriſons of thoſe places. From Souffriere we have been 
informed that peaceable poſſeſſion has been given; from Vieux Fort 
there is no report. The principal object of the blockade of Morne 
Fortune has been obtained. The enemy has been prevented from 
eſcaping into the woods; their troops, whom they call regulars, have 
been made priſoners of war, and the armed negroes have been ia a con- 
ſiderable degree diſarmed. 

Our operations have been attended with conſiderable labour and 
fatigue, roads were every where to be made through a mountainous and 
rugged country, artillery and ammunition to be carried forward, and 
the line of inveſtment, extending about ten miles, to be ſupplied with 
proviſions, withont the affiftance of carriages, and with few horſes. 

It is but juſtice to the troops to ſay that their conduct has been meri- 
torious ; that they have undergone an uncommon ſhare of fatigue with 
cheerfulneſs, and in ſeveral inſtances have given proofs of the greateſt 
ntrepidity, We are under great obligations to Brigadier-general Knox 
for planning and executing the road of communication from Choc Bay, 
by Chabot, to Morne Duchaſſeaux. Brigadier -· general Lioy d, of the royal 
wtillery, and Captaiu Hay the chief engineer, may juſtly claim their ſhare 
of praiſe. Brigadier-general Hope has on all occafions moſt willingly 
come forward and'exerted himfelf in times of danger, to which he was 
not called from his ſituation of Adjutant-general. | 

Rear-admiral Sir Hugh Chriſtian and the royal navy ve never 
ceaſed to ſhew the utmoſt alacrity in forwarding the public ſervice. To 
their ſkill and unremitting labour, the ſucceſs which has attended his 
Majeſty's arms is in a great meaſure due. By their efforts alone, the 
artillery was advanced to the batteries, and every co-operation, which 
could poſſibly be =, ws or defired, has been afforded in the fulleſt 
manner, TI have the honour to encloſe the return of killed and wounded 
curing our operations in this iſland, together with a retyrn of the 
utiſſery, ſtores, and ammunition, 7 far as we have been enabled to

reaſon to hope that the meaſures he has adopted will tend to inſure 
tranquillity, as far as it depends upon him.

The embarkation of the artillery and troops deſtined to act in St. 
Vincent's and Grenada, neceſſariſy employed ſome days, and at that 
moment the weather proved particularly unfavourable. The whole, 
however, was em and ready to fail on the third of June, The 
St. Vincent divifion was ordered to rendezvous at Kingſton Bay, and 
that for Grenada at Cariacou, one of the Grenadines. While the 
troops were aſſembling at the : rendezvous, Major-general Nicolls met 
me at Cariacou, where. the operations for Grenada were ſettled. | On the 
7th inſtant 1 returned to St. Vincent, and on the 8th, in the evening, 
the troops diſembarked.

Art. VI. The commandant of the French troops ſhall be reſponſible 
that all artillery, ammunition, and ſtores, of every kind, ſhall be de- 
livered up to the Britiſh troops in the order they are now in, and any 
injury or waſte committed on them from this time will he conſidered as 
a breach of faith, 

Art. VII. By the fourth article it is underſtood that all ons, 
except ſuch as come under the meaning of that article, are for this time 
pardoned for having departed from their allegiance to his Majeſty.

I HAD the honour to inform you, that, in concert with Major 
gene ral Nicolls at Cariacou, the arrangement for the attack of Grenada 
vas ſettled. The troops were in conſequence diſembarked at Palmiſte, 
near Goyave, where the enemy had their principal poſts, while Prigadier- 
general Campbell. advanced from the windward fide of the iſland to 
"tack the enemy's rear, Major-general Nicolls, in his letter of · the 
lth of June, reports to me that the commandant of the French troops 
1 Goyave had ſurrendered himſelf, with part of the force under his 
Ommand, and that the remainder, under Fedon, had retired to their 
trong hold in the high mountains above Goyave. He likewife informs 
me, that ſeveral of the moſt guilty of the old French inhabitants had 
urrendered themſelves. In this part of our operations we have to

From all 
theſe circumſtances, and the exceſſive heat of the weather, our troops 
ſuffered conſiderably, but, by great exertions of both officers and men, 
all difficulties were removed,. and, after we had ſurrounded the fort, 
the garriſon, conſiſting of about three hundred whites, ſurrendered, on 
condition of laying down their arms, and retiring to the next republican 
territory, I have left a ſufficient garriſon to protect the place, and 
bare no doubt the pariſh will be productive of great benefit to the 
garriſon of the Mole, the air being remarkable wholeſome, and it 
affords a great uantity of bles and freſh proviſions. I have the

Hochſtadt ta Donawert; the former at the defile of Haarbyrg, the 
latter at a village about a league eaſtward of Blenheim. | 

On the 15th, his royal highneſs, 2 General La Tour with a 
confiderable part of the army of the Upper Rhine, to defend the Lech,

IN conſequence of the late actions, the army of Jourdan is re- 
treating, in the moſt diſorderly manner poſſible, in different directions. 
About 3000 men paſſed this place ſince yeſterday. morning, 'almoſt all 
of them without arms, and dragoons and buſfars on foot, having 
loſt their horſes. The peaſants have almoſt eyery where riſen upon 
them, and, when in ſmall numbers, either killed or diſarmed and

His royal highneſs the Archduke, having quitted his camp near 
Wurtzburg un the zth, puſhed on a ſtrong advanced guard, under the 
command of Lieutenant-general Kray, to ſecure the De Bouche of the 
Speſſart. That officer, arriving in the neighbourhood of Aſchaffen- 
bourg in the afrernoon of the 6th, found the enemy, to the number of 
two thouſand men, poſted fo as to diſpute the paſs from the foreſt. 
After a ſevere cannonade, which laſted a conſiderable time, he attack 
them with much ſpirit, drove, them from their advantageous poſition, 
and his cavalry, ſtill purſuing them without heſitation through the 
town, diſperſed them in the woods on the other fide of the Meyn.

THE great diſtance of the Prince of Conde's corps from the Arch- 
duke's head quarters, and other circumſtances, have prevented my 
being able till now to have the konour of tranſmitting to your lordſhip 
the detail of an affair, which (though it was not of ſufficient importance 
to have any material influence on the general operations of the army, 
and is now of too old a date to be intereſting as an article of inteili 
gence) reflects ſo much honour on the Prince of Conde and his corps, 
that it would be an act of injuſtice to thoſe brave and unfortunate 
perſons, were your lordſhip to be left uninformed of the particulars of 
their very gallant conduct. Lieutenant- colonel Craufurd has therefore 
defired me, though thus late, to give your lordſhip an account of this 
action, and I have taken it from the moiſt authentic ſources. , 

The number of troops left for the defence of the country between 
the Danube and the Tyrol, in the beginning of laſt month, was ſo ſmall, 
that the Prince of Conde's corps was divided on an extremely extenſive 
line, and conſiderably above one half of it was detached from under the 
immediate command of his ſerene highneſs. 

On the 11th of Auguſt the Prince was poſted in front of Mindel- 
keim, having two advanced corps on the Guntz ; that of the right near , 
Erckheim, commanded by the Duke D'Engbein; that of the left at 
Southeim, under the orders of General Viomenil. He had alſo ſent 
a detachment of cavalry to Loppenbauſen, to cover his right, or rather 
o obſerve the enemy's movements in that quarter, and another on the 
left to Guntzburg, on the road between Mindelheim and Kempton :;

Ol the 12th the enemy attacked the Duke D*Enghein's co and 
vere repulſed ; but the ſuperiority of their numbers enabled them to 
ſucceed in turning General Viomenil's left, and they thereby wa 
doth theſe corps to retire to the Prince of Conde's poſition. 
euemy now advanced in great force cloſe to his ſerene highneſs's front,

enemy's coming quite round the left into the rear of the poſition, 
which otherwiſe was much to be apprehended fromthe great ſuperiority 
of their numbers, and from the country being extremely woody. 

© As the republicans did not venture to advance to the attack acroſs 
the plain which ſeparates the wood of Kamlach.from the villages of 
Upper and Lower Aurbach, the remainder of the day of the 12th paſſed 
in a diſtant and unimportant muſketry, In the evening, however, the 
Frince received _ and poſitive information, from his reconnoitring 
parties and patroſes, that ſtrong columns of the enemy were advancing 
on his right and left, He therefore judged that his only chance of 
maintaining his poſition was by beating the corps in his front, before 
thoſe which were removing towards his flanks could approach near 
enough to annoy him; and though his ſerene highneſs knew he ſhould 
have to do with infinitely ſuperior numbers, he boldly determined on 
the attack, the diſpoſitions for which were neatly as follows: 

The right, under the Dake D*Enghein, was ordered to carry the 
village of Lower Kamlach, and to penetrate through the wood, if 
poſſible, towards Erckheim. The center, in two columns, was to 
attack the enemy in or near the village of Upper Kamlach ; and the 
left, under General Viomenil, to advance on the great road to 
Southeim. 

The inferiority of his force, and the apprehenſion of the enemy's 
receiving ſtill further reinforcements, determined the Prince to march 
againſt them in the night of the 12th, the battalions of infanterie noble 
(compoſed entirely of gentlemen, formerly officers in the French fervice, 
and great numbers of whom are chevaliers de St. Louis) n their 
attack on the Upper Kamlach.

Prefſed in'this manner, General Morean ſaw the extreme danger to 
which his further retreat was expoſed, and he reſolve to riſque a 
general action as the only means of extricating himſelf from the 
difficulties by which he was furrquaded. Early on the ad, accordingly,

As ſoon as General Moreau was aſſured of the ſucceſs of his left, 
he advanced from Schuſſenreid to attack General La Tour in front, and 
the action was maintained during fix hours with the utmoſt obſtinacy. 
At length, however, General La Tour, finding that his right flauk 
was totally uncovered, and that his rear was menaced by the progreis 
of the enemy, was obliged to abandon his ground, and retire behind the 
Riſs, and ultimately behind the Rothambach. His retreat was covered 
by the corps of Conde, with a degree of bravery and ſteadineſs which 
reflets upon them the higheſt honour., | | 

I am forry to ſtate that the loſs of the Auſtrians on this occafion has 
deen very confiderable. ' ; 

On the 3d General La Tour occupied a poſition behind the Rotham- 
bach, extending from Monchrod, dy Erlenmoos, to Laupheim. 

General Moreau having thus ſucceeded in gaining ſufficient free- 
dom for the future movements of his retreat, recommenced his march 
— the 5th following, with the main body of his ariny, in the rout of 
Stokach. er 21 * , ** \ 

On the 6th two diviſions of his left paſſed the Danube in ſeveral 
columns between Redlifigen and Sigmaringen; „ having re · aſſenibled 
in the neighbourhood of Veringen, procedded upon N 
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Friedingen, in a parallel direction with the main body; and, in 
tion as it retreated, covered its march from the attempts which were to 
be appreheaded from the corps of General Nauendorff and Petraſch. 

On the th Geperal La Tour advanced to Burhan. General Moreau 
was in the neighbourhood of Stockach, and had detached General Deſaix, 
with three hundred men, to occupy Engen. * 

On the Sth the head-quarters of General La Tour were transferred 
to Oſtrach; thoſe of General Moreau to Stockach; and General De- 
ſaix, advancing from Engen, drove in the poſts of General Petraſch at 
Duttlingen, followed them towards Villengen, and took poſt between 
Hohen, Emmingen, and the great road from Villengen to Schemberg. 

Next day, being joined by the two divifions which had marched on 
the left bank of the Danube, he attacked General Petraſch at Schwenin- 
gen, diſlodged him from thence and from Villengen, and gained poſ- 
ſeſſion of Rothweil; from whence, however, he was driven by a de- 
tachment from the corps of General Nauendorff at Hochingen. ral 
Petraſch retreated upon Schillach, from whence he ſent a conũderable 
detachment to Friburg, to ſecure the valley of Kinzig. 

General La Tour in the mean time — — bis head quarters 
to Macſkirchen ; thoſe of General Moreau were at Engen. . 

The head-quarters of his Royal Highneſs will be transferred to- mor 
row to Mahlberg. ä 

Lieutenant-general Hotze, who commands the corps of light 
which paſſed the Rhine at Manheim on the ad, has taken an at Schwe- 
yenheim, from whence he has puſhed his parties to. Weiſſenbourg, 
Seltz, Haguenau, and almoit to the gates of Straſbourg, in one direc- 
tion, and to Kayſerſlautern and Baumholder in the other. They have 
levied contributions, taken hoſtages, and ſpread the utmoſt -conſternas 
tion throughout the country. yy. 

So great are the apprehenſions the enemy entertains of this corps, 
that the troops, which had been left to watch Maintz, have been with- 
drawn to reinforce the garriſon of Landau. General Neu, profiting of 
the opportunity, has advanced to the Nahe with a part of his rriſon, 
and, after defeating ſeveral ſmall corps, which the enemy had lett on 
that river, threatened to advance into the Hundſruck. | 

This demonſtration has obliged General Bournonville to detach four 
diviſions from his army on the Lower Rhine, to ſecure the points which 
were menaced, and he is thus ſo confiderably weakened, that, on the 
appearance of a contideiable reconnoitring party ſent out by General 
Werneck, he abangloned his poſition near Bernberg, and retired behiud

I HAVE great ſatis faction in reporting to vou the event of an attempt 
which has been made by the enemy, and which has terminated to the 
honour of his Majeſty's arms, in the entire capture of the ſquadron of 
Dutch ſhips of war, deſtined for the en of retaking this ſettſement. 

Having made every arrangement wit oY means, by the eſtablith- 
ment of a ſmall poſt, and the laying the by a ſufficient number of 
the few men which I had been able to mount, for watching Saldanha 
Bay, I received a report on the 3d inſtaut, tranſmitted in fourteen hours, 
that nine ſhips had appeared off that coaſt on the preceding afternoon, 
which I immediately communicated to Vice-admiral Sir George Keith 
re By the ſame report there appeared to be the ſtrongeſt pro- 
dability that his Majeſty's brig the Hope had been captured by them; 
and as there was no further account of them that day, I concluded that 
the information which they had received, by that means, of our ſtrength 
here, had induced them to continue their route, and that they would 
ſtand far to the weſtward before they doubled the Cape, to avoid Sir 
George's fleet, which had put to ſea as ſoon as was poſſible after the re- 
ceipt of the intelligence. 

In order, however, to omit no precantion, I ſent up Lieut. M*Nab, 
with a few mounted men, to watch the Bay more narrowly ; and from 
him I received a report, on Saturday night the 6th inſtant, at twelve 
o'clock, that the ſame number of ſhips which had formerly been repoited 
had anchored that morning in the Bay, and that there was no doubt of 
their being enemies.

As it fortunate ied that the 25th and 27th light dragoong, 
with part of the 5 th and the whole of the 33d ras. ty were in 
Simon's Bay, I could be under no apprehenſion for the ſafety of the 
colony from any force which could be landed from nine ſhips of war. It 
became, however, an object of infinite importance to the welfare of 
the ſettlement, to prevent any body of the enemy from throwing them- 
ſelves into the country, At the ſame time the ſecurity of the Cape 
Town became an object of particular attention, both from the reaſon- 
ſonable expectation, that the enemy would not have come with ſuch a 
force without a proſpect of a junction with ſome other armament, and 
from the poſſibility of the admiral being prevented from doubling the 
Cape by the north weſterly winds which uſually prevail at this ſeaſon, 
and which would carry the enemy in fix hours fron Saldanha to Table 
Bay.

ON the morning of the 13th inſtant, at day - light, we diſcovered a 
frigate to windward ſtanding towards us. About eight I could perceive 
her making every preparation for battle, and was then 'apparently in 
chace of us. r tuation altogether was ſuch as to prevent my being 
over deſiruus of engaging her. Out of our ſmall complement of men, 
we had left thirty at the hoſpital, and we had more than that number ſtill 
on board in our ſick and convaleſcent liſts, all of whom were either 
dangerouſly ill; or extremely weax. We were ſcarcely out of ſight of 
the ſpot where we knew the Spaniſh fleet to have been eruizing only two 
days before; and, in fact, we had ſtood on to look for them, with a 
view of aſcertaining their movements. A ſmall Spaniſh veſſel, which 
we conjectured to be a ſort. of tender, was paſing us, "ſteering towards 
Carthagena, ſo that I could hardly flatter myſelf with being able to bring 
the frigate off in the event of a victory, or of even eſcaping myſelf, it 
diſabled. ' On the other hand, it evidently appeared that nothing but 2 
flight and ſuperior failing could enable me to avoid an action; and to do 
that from a frigate apparently not much oy to us, except in point 
of bulk, would have been committing the character of one of his 
Majeſty's ſhips more than I could bring myſelf to reſolve on. 1 
therefore continned ſtanding on without any alteration of courſe. 

Having, with infinite ſatisfaction and comfort to myſelf, - commanded 
the Terpfichore's crew for two years and a half, through a pou 
confiderable variety of ſervices, I well knew the veteran ſtuff which 
had ſtill: left in health to depend upon, for upholding the character of 
Britiſh ſeamen z and I felt my mind at eaſe as to the termination of any 
action with the frigate in ſight only. ; 

At half paſt nine ſhe came within bale, and hauled her wind on our 
weather beam; and as I conceived ſhe only waited to place herſelf to 
advantage, and to point her guns with exactneſe, and being myſelf 
unwilling to loſe the poſition we were then in, I ordered one gun to bo 
fired as a trier of her intention. It was ſo inſtantaneouſly returned, 
and followed up by her whole broadſide, that I am confident they muſt 
have done it at the ſight of our flaſh.

which time we had twice wore, ahd employed about twenty of the laſt 
minutes ih chace, ſhe ſurrendered. At this period ſhe appeared moſt en- 
tirely diſabled, and we had drawn uprcloſe alongſide, with every gun well 
charged and well pointed. It was, nevertheleſs, with confiderable 
gifficulty that I prevailed on the Spaniſh co:mmmander to decline the 
receiving of ſuch a broadſide, by ſubmitting ; and from every thing 
which 1 have ſince learned, the perſonal courage, conduct, and real of 
that officer, whoſe name is Don Thomas Ayalde, was ſuch, during the 
action, notwithſtanding the event of it, as reflects on him the greateſt 
honour, and irrefiſtibly impreſſes oh my mind the Wire admiration 
of his character.

This corps conſiſted merely of detachments from the garriſon of 
Maycnce, commanged by Major - generals Simſchaen and-Roſemberg. The 
latter, with the left wing, was poſted on the heights of Biebleſheim and 
Planig, to obſerve Creutznach ; the former, with the right wing, on the 
hill called the Rochuſberg, to defend the paſſage of Bingen. They 
had orders, in cafe of being attacked by a very ſuperior force, to retire 
nearer to Mayence. | | 

This pofition on the right bank of the Lower Nahe is well known 
from the operations of laſt year. It is not to be maintained againſt an 
enemy of very ſuperior force; for Creutanach lies ſo entirely under 
the fire of the hills, from the left bank of the river, that the enemy ls 
always maſter of that paſſage, as was ſufficiently proved by the affair of 
the 1ſt of December, 1795. On this fide Creutznach, the heights are 
10 diſtant from the river, that the enemy has every facility in _—— 
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himſelf in front, and on each flank of the tdwut and +cerps of very 
inferior force cannot take poſt near enough to prevent this formation. 

On the 26th Generals Simpſchaen and Raſemberg were attacked by two 
diviſions of the army of the 'Sambre and Meuſe. The action laſted 
ſeveral hours, and the enemy, notwithſtanding ſo very great an in- 
equality of numbers, was repulied with conſiderable loſs, 

Eatly on the 87th, the French renewed the attack, and advanced in 
ſeveral columns from Creutznach, to turn the left of the Auſtrians ;

their poſition. In the evening, however, the generals, 4n conformity 
to the order mentioned above, determined on retiring behind the Seltz; 


and the retreat was executed with perfect order. ,- _ 


The loſs of the Auſtrians on this occaſion conſiſts in nineteen killed, 
one hundred and eighty-four wounded, . nigety>fix miſling ; on the 
whole, two hundred and ninety-nine men, and eighty-nine horſes. 

The enemy's was certainly conſiderable; two hundred of them 
were taken priſoners, and brought into Mayence. | 

I am thus. circumſtantial in ftating the particulars of this, in fact, 
unimportant affair, becauſe I obſerve: that the official reports of the 
army of the Sambre and Meuſe, 1 mean the late ones, contain the moſt 
abſurd exaggerations.

In the enemy's official account of the affair of the 21| of laſt month, 
near Neuwied, it is repreſented as having been a ſerious andi general 
attack ; whereas it was merely undertaken for the purpoſe bf deſtroying 
his bridge, and ſpreading alarm on the left bank of the Rhine. 
the ſe objects were effected by a very inſignificant force; and there was 
not the ſmalleſt idea of a ſerious aſſault on the tete-de-pont of Neuwied.

manity, and from our confidence in the honour and generofity of the 
Engliſh, to accept of the terms offered to us, and to deliver into their 
hands this fort and ſettlement, with all its depeadencies, upon the fol- 
lowing conditions, Viz. 

That private property . be kept ſecure to every individual of this ſet- 
tlement, whether in or out of the company's ſervice ; that the ſervants 
of the company, civil and military, be kept in their reſpective ſta- 
tions, as far as may be thought neceſſary for the adminiſtration of juſ- 
ticez and the civil government of the place, the governor alone parti- 
cularly excepted, as the government muſt, of courſe, be veſted in the 
Engliſh ; that the military continue to receive their pay, and are not to 
be forced into the Britiſh ſervice contrary to their wiſhes ; and the civil 
ſervants alſo to be continued on their preſent pay; and ſuch an allow- 
lowance made for the proviſion of the governor as his excellency the 
commander of the Britiſh forces may think adequate.

FROM the intelligence you will probably have received from other 
quarters, you will not be ſurpriſed tq hear of the poſts on the extre; 
mities of this'dependency, both caſt and weſt, being attacked in forcs 
on the ſame day. On the Bth of Auguſt I ordered Lieutenant Brad. 
ſhaw, with twenty-two of the * light dragoons, mounted, to march 
for Du Centre; and Captain Whitby, two ſubalterns, and ſixty privates 
of the 14th light oons, with non-commiſſioned officers in propor- 
tion, embarked the ſame evening for Caymites, from whence they 
arrived, without-any accident, at Du Centre and Raimond, which was 
a moſt fortuoate circumſtance, as the next day, the 11th, the enemy 
appeared before Poſt Raimond, and after keeping a very heavy fire on 
the Block-houſe with little effect, they attempted to ſtorm it in conſide- 
rable force four different times, and were each time repulſed with great 
loſs, and their chief killed. In this buſineſs only one Britiſh and two 
chaſſeurs were wounded. On Captain Whitby's arrival at Du Centre 
he detached Lieutenant Gilman, of the 19th light dragroons, with 
twenty men, to Poſt Raimond, who immediately placed himſelf in the 
Block-houſe with his detachment and a larger party of Chaſſeurs. On 
the 12th the enemy ſtill continued before the Block-houſe, which is 
ſituated on a ſmall height, about one bundred yards from the fort, 
keeping up a fire with muſketry with as little effect as before, when 
Lieutenant Gilman made a ſucceſsful ſortie with the whole of the 17th 
and ſome chaſſeurs, driving the enemy before him into the woods, who 
left ſixteen whites and forty-ſeven blacks dead on the ſpot, and many 
dead and wounded were afterwards found in the woods and road leading 
over the mountains to Aux Cayes, Same four-pound ſhot, a two- 
pounder mounted, ſeveral firelocks, and other articles, were left by the 
enemy in their retreat. I am happy to report, that in this gallant affair 
the 19th regiment had only two privates wounded. The chaſſeurs had 
one officer, Captain Put and three chaffeurs killed, and fourteea 
wounded. It is ſuppoſed the loſs of the enemy muſt have been very 
conſiderable indeed, as from eyery account of ſpies and deferters, above 
forty whites are among the killed, and thoſe dead of their wounds and 
found in the waods, which I can eaſily canceive, as the aſſault of the 
Block-houſe was made by about two hundred whites, formerly ſol- 
diers in the regiment of Berwick, aſſiſted by the brigands. 

Captain Whitby reports, that the honour of the Bririſh ſervice was 
never more ably maintained than in the engagement at Poſt Raimond, 


and expreſſes himſelf highly 2 to Lieutenant Gilman and the ſol- 
as t 


diers of the 17th, as we aſe of the colonial corps, for their active 
exertions in ſo bravely checking the enemy in the attempt on this poſt, 

Indeed, Lieutenant Gilman's intrepidity and cool conduct on this 
occaſion, appear to me ſo praifeworthy, that I ſhould not do juſtice to 
him or my own feelings on this occaſion, if I did not ſtrongly recom- 
mend him to you, Sir, for promotion. 

I am alſo happy to have it in my r to report, that the enemy has 
been under the neceſſity of raifing the ſiege of Irois, before which they 
lay eighteen days. On the 11th alt, General Rigaud, with three gr 
four thouſand brigands, appeared before it, and ſent a ſunimons to Cap- 
tain Beamiſh to ſurrender the fort to the republic of Frauce; Captain

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Beamith very properly anſpered, he ſhould defend it to the laſt extre- 
mity. The enemy. bad in the night landed a fixteen-pounder and a 
mortar, which, with incredible labour, they got up, and opened on the 
fort the next day, within about 450 yards. moment 1 heard lrois 
was inveſted, I ordered 100 privates, officers and non-commifioned 
iu proportion, with Lieuienant - colonel Hooke, of the 15th, to embark 
for that place, where they arrived ſafe.

Obſerving, on my approach, that a 
few men of the 17tk dragroons were killed and wounded, and that 
firing at a diſtance anſwered no purpoſe, I determined to carry the hill 
by aſſault, had formed the 17th dragroons for that purpoſe, ordered the 
12th to diſmount, and was endeavouring to rally the negroes, who had 
been thrown into ſome confuſion, when I received a ſhot in my left 
breaſt, which cauſed me to fall from my horſe ; afterwards I knew no- 
thiag of what paſſed, except by report; and I was forry to hear that 
we were under the neceſſity of retreating, with the loſs of the three 
pounder we had with us. Fortunately this little check did not eſſect 
the ſafety of the fort ; on the contrary, the enemy, who muſt have ſuf- 
fered more than ourſelves, evacuated Gautier, and retired the next day 
to Rigaud, on the other fide of the Irois ; and ou the 2gth, Lieutenant- 
colonel Hooke wrote me he had raiſed the fiege entirely : fo that, Sir, I 
may now congratulate you on this dependency being wholly freed from 
the enemy, and on your having it in your power to acquaint his Ma- 
jeſty's miniſters, that he has been beaten, and failed in every quarter cf 
this iſland under your command. EEE” ; 

I have not hitherto been able to procure exact returns of the killed 
and wounded, but I conceive that the 17th regiment had about ſeven 
killed, and fourteen or fifteen wounded ; none dangerouſly in wy affair 
of the 19th ult. Lieutenant-colonel Hocke has not yet made his report; 
but I do not believe that more were killed at Irois, and three or four 
wounded : ſo that the enemy's ſhot and ſhells had little effect. 

I am ſorry to ſay that Brigadier-major Manners received a ball through 
his thigh, but as it miſſed the bone, no bad effect will ariſe, and he is

1 HAVE the honour to inform your Lordſhip, that in the night of 
the 21ſt to the 22d, the trenches were opened before Khel, on the right 
bank of the Kinzig. The firſt Nel of this attack, with its commu» 
nications, proceeding from the right and left flank of the right wing of 
the line of contravallation, were ſo far completed during the night, that 
before day-break the men were tolerably covered. The enemy did not 
attempt to interrupt the work, nor had he yet fired a ſingle ſhot upon 
the trenches ; but early yeſterday morning (the 22d) he made a ſudden 
attack upon the left wing of the line of contravallation, and, after an 
action, than which nothing could be poſſibly more ſevere, was driven 
back into his works with very great loſs. 

The enemy having, in the courſe of the night, from the a 1ſt to 22d, 
brought ove# a large body of troops from Straſbourg, forthed his co- 
lumn of attack cloſe behind the chain of his advanced poſts, with fo 
much filence, that they were not perceived. Juſt before the break of 
day (which however was rendered extremely obſcure by a very thick 
miſt, that laſted the greater part of the forenoon), theſe columns began 
to advance. The inſtant the Auſtrian videttes and centries gave their 
fire, which was the only notice of their approaching attack, the enemy's 
infantry ruſhed on with the utmoſt impetuoſity, without firing a ſhat, 
and in an inſtant they were maſters of two redoubts on the left of the 
firſt line. The village of Sundheim was attacked in the ſame manner; 
aud with equal ſucceſs ; after which, coming in the rear of the curtaio 
that connects the village with the firſt redoubt to its left, the enemy im- 
mediately carried that work, one face of which was not quite finiſhed. 
Upon this large bodies of their infantry ruſhed through the openings in 
the curtains on the whole front of this wing; and, whilſt part advanced 
againſt the ſecond line, the others endeavoured to poſſeſs themſelves of 
the remaining redoubt of the firſt ; but theſe, though perfectly left to 
themſelves for a conſiderable time, entirely ſurrounded, cut off from 
every aſſiſtance, and attacked with fury by the enemy, who frequently 
got mto the ditches, and attempted to climb the parapet, were defended 
in a manner that reflects the higheſt honour on the officers and troops 
that were in them. The loſs in all of theſe redoubts was-conſiderable ; 
and in one the artillery drivers were at laſt obliged to fire the guns, but

After the action of the 6th, near Baſſano, the enemy continued to 
retreat, abandoned even the ſtrong poſition of Montabello without re- 
fi ſtance, and croffed the Adige at Verona. | 


On the 11th General Alvinzi arrived near Villanova, and the ſame 


evening a conſiderable part of the enemy's army, commanded by 
Buonaparte in perſon, advanced from Verona, and took poſt in the 
neighbouring mountains. | 257 
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Early on the 12th Buonaparte commenced a general attack upon the 
whole line, which, though made with infinite violence, was refiſted 
with the moſt perfect ſteadineſs and bravery. 

Whilſt Buonaparte was thus employed, in repeated though ineffectual 
efforts to force the front of the pofition, General Alvinzi detached a 
column againſt each of his flanks. No ſooner had theſe arrived at 
their 22 of attack, than the enemy retreated with precipitation; and 
a moſt ſevere and important affair was thus completely decided in fa - 
vour of the Auſtrians. 

Two of the enemy's generals were known to have been wounded, 
and a third was amongſt the number of priſoners already brought in.
